Also within th a t seven hours was 
formulated a new oath by which 
the Reischwher, the standing army 
iof Germany, will pledge its allegi­ 
ance to Hitler. 
Von Hindenburg died in his 87th 
year at 9 a. rn. <3 a. rn. E. S. T.) in 
his country mansion at Neudeck, 
East 
Prussia. 
Almost 
sim ultane­ 
ously with the announcem ent of his 
death came announcem ent th at the 
office of chancellor and the presi­ 
dency had been merged. 
Any doubts as to what position 
ithe Reischwehr, long faithful to 
Hindenburg, might take were dis­ 
pelled at least tem porarily by W er­ 
ner von Blomberg, m inister of war, 
who 
announced 
th a t 
the 
army 
would take a new oath. 
Funeral services for Hindenburg 
are to be held tomorrow at T an- 
nenburg where he stopped the Rus- 
fsian advance in 1914. 
He is to be 
buried Saturday at Neudeck.

Fifth Nazis Bets 
Life Imprisonment 
In Dollfuss Death 


Vienna, Aug. 2 (AP)—Paul Hudl, 
filth nazi to go on trial for impli­ 
cation 
in 
the putsch in 
which 
Chancellor Dollfuss was killed, today 
was convicted of high treason and 
sentenced to life im prisonment. 
The sentencce was imposed after 
a brief trial before a court m ar­ 
tial, generally expected to sentence 
Hudl, a former officer in the Aus­ 
trian army, to death bn the gal­ 
lows. 
Three other nazis were hanged 
for implication In the putsch. 
The former officer created a sen­ 
sation in his testimony by stating 
the federal employes of the chan­ 
cellory did not have the feeling of 
being prisoners after nazis seized 
the building. 
Most of tiiem yelled "Heil H it­ 
ler" when the nazis took charge, 
he said.

The beginning of August finds 
Pennsylvania well under way with 
its task of reinspecting every motor 
vehicle on its highways. 
The bureau of highway patrol 
and safety today estimated th a t a 
quarter of a million cars and trucks 
were 
inspected during 
July, 
the 
first m onth of the campaign, which 
ends September 30. During the la t­ 
ter part of the month reports of 
inspections were received at 
the 
rate of about 50,000 a week, sending 
the m onth’s aggregate ahead of the 
total for July last year. 
Throughout the state, motor club 
and dealers’ organizations are co­ 
operating with the bureau in its ef­ 
fort to have inspections made as 
early as possible and to avoid the 
rush usually encountered in the last 
m onth of inspection campaigns. 
Encouraged by the July response, 
the 
bureau 
and 
cooperating 
agencies are now engaged in a drive 
to send the inspection total as close 
as possible to the million m ark by 
the end of August. 
Present indications point to the 
registration of about 1,750.000 motor 
vehicles by the end of September, 
leaving about a million and a half 
cars to be inspected arid approved 
during the months of August and 
September.

during which highway patrolm en 
will make a state-wide check on 
uninspected vehicles, will start on 
October I.
